He has been acting as an ob- 
server in the Royal Flying Corps for 
some time and has seen considerable 
service in France. 


RETURNED PRINCESS 
___ PAT SPEAKS 


Lieutenant Stevens, of the Princess 
Pats, who went to France in March, 
1915, has been three times mentioned 
in the casualty list, who is now home 
on furlough and will return to France 
in about a month to resume his work 
with the Princess Pats, has this‘ to 
say regarding the work of the Y.M. 
C.A. overseas: 

He views the matter purely from 2 

military standpoint; he has never be- 
longed to the Y.M.C.A., has never 
been connected with the work and 
ig consequently absolutely unpreju- 
diced to it. He regards the Y.M.C.A. 
service as equal in importance with 
shells, Red Cross, or any other ser- 
vice. He finds that the Y.M.C.A. does 
more to maintain and restore the 
morale of the men than any other 
agency in operation there. 

Durng the early stages of the war 
the men were able to secure refresh- 
ments and delicacies from the army 
canteens and from the women of 
France, the latter being particularly 
reasonable in their charges. Now, 
however, the French woman can 
scarcely get enough to eat herself 
without selling to anyone else. She 
is living on rations. ; 

The armies in the Canadian Corps 
area have handed over the Canteen 
work to the Canadian Y.M.C.A. and so 
the Y.M.C.A. becomes practically the 
only means whereby these men can 
secure a taste of the things that they 
enjoy so much. The army authorities 
go as far in their provisions for the 
men as the tax payer will allow them 
to go. The Y.M.C.A. comes with the 
human touch that is so necessary. 

The fact that the Y.M.C.A. provides 
a place of amusement, a place for the 
men to go and get away from their 
whole graft business for a while in 
the evening is one of the greatest 
services that could possibly be ren- 
dered to.the morals of the army. 

Leutenant Stevens regards the ex- 
penditure for writing paper and writ- 
ing facilities as yielding greater re- 
turns for the investment than any 
item of expense that has been made 
by any agency throughout the war. 
The effect of the letters upon the men 
is magical, 


“Te “was “felt that this -cable express; 
‘ed the sentiments of the Canadian 
people, and whatever demands the 
Red Cross may have to meet, the men 
and women of Canada would be ready 
to rise to the’ emergency. 

In view of.the seriousness of the 
situation, a special appeal is issued 
to Red Cross workers connected with 
City and ‘Town branches of the Soci- 
ety throughout Alberta, asitisfelt that 


on the women of these branches there 
rests today a greater responsbility 
than at any previous time in the 
war The attention of every woman 
connected with Red Cross work in 
these branches is directed to the fact 
that during the coming months, Can- 
adian women have little leisure to de- 
vote to Red Cross work, and that in 
consequence our output of Red Cross 
supplies is less during these months 
than at any period of the year. 


Last week alone over 12,000 British 
casualties were added to the men 
already wounded and disabled The 
Red Cross can adequately meet the 
enormous demands made upon its sup- 
plies only through the united effort 
of all those workers who, having leis- 
ure to do so, are willing to devote still 
more time to the preparing of sup- 
plies for our s!*k and wounded. 


The Red Cross is today the greatest 
mother of the world. It is the moth- 
er of millions, while millions of moth- 
ers wait and pray at home. How much 
this work means is learnt only by 
those who are giving their services 
at the front, and to whom these ser- 
vices are given. 

As the conflict grows greater, so do 
the needs of the Red Cross increase. 
Under these circumstances, Canadian 
women of our towns and cities are 
urged to co-operate to~ the utmost, 
with their respective Branches, to en- 
sure an adequate output of supplies 
during the coming months.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


JHE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, who was 
at the commencement of the present 
war, and’ has since continued to bé, a 
British subject or a subject of an 
allied or neutral country, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must ap- 
pear in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency or sub-Agency for District. 
Entry by proxy may be made on cer- 
tain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon-and cultivation of land 
in each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec- 
tion as pre-emption. Price $8.00 per 
acre. Duties—Reside six months in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent on 
certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining his home- 
stead patent; if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 
acres, and erect a house worta $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm laborers in 
Canada during 1917, as residence du- 
ties under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advert- 
{sed or posted for entry, returned 
soldiers who have served overseas 
and have been honorably discharged 
receive one day priority\in applying 
for entry at local Agent’s Office (but 
not sub-Agency.). Discharge papers 
must be presented to Agent.

-This operation was in 
consequence of the attacks delivered 
last night and the night before against 


‘French troops in the ‘Dranoutre sector. 

At 7.30 o'clock last \ evening the 
Germans attacked here after a heavy 
bombardment. They ' succeeded in 
occupying a section of a front trench 
for a short time, but’the French in a 
‘dashing counter-attack. .threw the 
enemy ‘ out and completely’ restored 
the situation. 


“This: action was virtually a dupli- 
cate of the enemy's ‘attack’ delivered 
at “thé: same hour on’ Tuesday night.

CANADA'S NEW ANTI- 
LOAFER LAW 


An Order-in-Council has been passed 
requiring that “ all persons domiciled 
in Canada shall, in the absence of 
reasonable grounds to the contrary, 
engage in useful occupations.” 

The purpose of the order is to pre- 
vent persons capable of useful work 
from remaining in idleness at a time 
when the country most urgently re- 
quires the services ofall human ancrey. 
available. 

The following are the regtlations: 

1. Every male person residing y 
the Dominion of Canada shall be regu* 
larly engaged in some..useful occupa- 
tion. 

2. In any proceeding hereunder it 
shall be a defence that the person is, 

(a) Under sixteen years of age or 
over sixty years of age. 


mary conviction before a magistrate 
to a penalty not exceeding One Hun- 
dred dollars and costs, end, in default 
of payment, to imprisonment with hard 
labor ‘for a period not exceeding six 
months in any common jail, or in any 
institution or on any farm owned: by a 
municipality or province and declared 
by by-law: or Order-in-Council respect- 
ively to be a public institution or 
farm for the purposes of is law, 
which said institution or farm for 
the purpose of this law shall be a 
common jail. 

4. Where the proceedings in any 
case in which a fine is imposed under 
the authority hereof are instituted at 
the instance of any municipality or by 
any officer of a muncipality, the fine 
shall be paid to the treasurer of such 
municipality; and where such pro- 
ceedings are instituted at the instance 
of or by any provincial officer, such 
fine shall be paid to the provincial 
treasurer; and where such proceed- 
ings are instituted within a municipal- 


(b) A bona-fide student proceeding : ity by any other person, the fine shall 


with his training for some useful oc- 
cupation. 

(c) A bona-fide student in actual 
attendance at some recognized edu- 
cational institutfon. 

(d) Usually employed in some use- 
{ul occupation, and temporarily unem- 
ployed owing to differences with his 
employer common to similar employ- 
ees with the same employer. 

(e) Physically unable to comply 
with the provisions of the law as 
herein enacted. 

(f) Unable to obtain within reaa- 
onable distance any kind of employ- 
ment which he is physically able to 
perform’ at current wages for similar 
employment. 

8. Any person violating the pro- 
visions hereof shall be guilty of an 
offence and shall be liable on sum- 


‘be paid in equal parts to the treasurer 
of the municipality and the treasurer 
of the province; and where the place 
in which such proceedings are institu- 
ted is not within the boundaries of 
any municipality, the fine shall be 
paid to the provincial treasurer; and 
where the proceedings are outside the 
boundaries of any province, the fine 
shall be paid to the receiver general 
of Canada. 

5 Useful occupation and reason- 
able distance shall be questions of 
fact to be decided by the Magistrate. 

6. The Magistrate may hear and 
consider other defences than those 
mentioned in Section two. 

7. “Magistrate” shall include Jus- 
tice of the Peace, and Police Magis- 
trate appointed by -Provincial or Do- 
minion authority,

We propose to use the City team 
this summer as much ag possible in 
grading streets. Some streets in Park- 
vale are badly in need of some work, 
and we will try to do as much as pos- 
gible of this work when the team can 
be spared from the water cart. 

Claude Bagley offered to pay $35.00 
for the use of the nuisance ground for 
pasture this year, and E. R. Hill has 
3ent in an offer for it, which is sub- 
mitted herewith. 

We have written to other cities and 
towns in Alberta regarding business 
tax on hotels, and submit replies re- 
ceived. 

We have quit-trying to do anything 
further regarding the fish business. 
There is too much passing the buck 
on the part of the food controller and 
everyone else to get anywhere, and 
the whole business appears. to be 
largely a farce as far as getting re 
sults is concerned. We made certain 
suggestions to the food controller 
that would increase the consumption 
of coarse fish obtainable at Red Deer. 
We were told we would have to take 
that up wth the Fishefies Department. 
We were told that arrangements had 
been made so that Alberta consumers 
could get flat fish from the Pacific 
Coast at a retail price of 10 cents per 
pound, and.they are being sold in Cal- 
gary at that price. We informed the

MILITARY SERVICE ACT. 


Owing to the critical war situation, 
all’ exempted single men _= and 
widowers without children, between 
the ages of 20 and 23, are called to 
the colors. This new regulation has 
caused much anxiety and heart burn- 
ings. One instance we know of where 
a farmer’s eldest son gave his life for 
the empire, his next son, who was only 
20 when he joined up, has now re- 
turned a cripple, and the third son, 

» the main stay of his father on a big 
farm, is asked to go without a chance 
to say whether he wants to or not. 
There are also many farmers who 

*. only have one son to help them on 
their big farms, who will have to go 
and the work will have to stop. There 
should be a law to compel every fam- 
ily having several stalwart sons to 
send at least one representative to the 
front. That would help a whole lot. 

A start is to be made with the men 
of twenty to twenty-two. Class one 
men of these ages hitherto exempt 
are exempt no longer. They become 
soldiers, and must report for duty, on 
the issue of the proclamation. _ 

It this call does not provide the 
necessary men, other ages will doubt- 
less follow. The freakiness of the 
granting of exemptions by local tri- 
bunals, which hag resulted in so much 
injustice, is thus corrected. All will 
be on the same footing. 

The tribunal method of applying 
the Act is now discarded as being 
found wanting. It was a clumsy meth- 
od at best; for it depended for its jus- 
tice on a uniform idea of the import- 
ance of reason for exemption through- 
out hundreds of local tribunals, while 
No instructiong were issued which 
would limit local ideas and local pre- 
judices or predilections from finding 

. full vent in their decisions. 

Under the new plan all are treated 
alike; which is undoubtedly the ideal- 
ly democratic method. 


WHAT THE OADERIN-COUNGHL 
DOES, 


Calls out unmarried men and wid- 
owers without children between the 
ages of 20 and 23. 

Requires men of 19 years of age to 
register without delay. 

-Makes all young men ag and when 
they attain the age of 19 years sub- 
ject to the Military Service Act. 

Provides that the Act shall con- 
tinue in operation as to all other men 
in Class 1 and as regards other clas- 
ses. 

Proposes, under treaty, to call out 
citizens of foreign countries, resident 
in Canada, for service in the same 
manner as British subjects. 

Parliament is asked to give the 
governor-in-council authority to call 
eut the men of any age in any class, 
and to abolish all exemptions in any 
case. 

Removes the.exemption now en- 
joyed by officers and men of the C.E.F. 
who went no further than England, 
but returned to Canada and were dis- 
charged, if physically fit. 

Gives minister of militia authority 
to grant exemptions to men who have 
relatives at the front. This is abso- 
lutely the only recognized ground for 
exemption.

Mr. Binnie states that he has be- 
come convinced that Aberdeen-Angus 
are the best beef breed for’ western 
Canada and that his section can pro- 
duce as good Aberdeen-Angus as can 
the corn belt of’ the United States. 
From that section has come all the 
grand champion’ steers at ‘the Chicago 
International show; 13 out of. the. 16 
grand champion fat carlots during the 
history of the show have been Aber- 
deen-Angus, while 15-out of 16 grand 
champion carcasses have been of the 
same breed. In single fat steer grand 
championships. J. D. McGregor, of 
Brandon, ‘Manitoba, . demonstrated 
that Western Canadian grass could 
produce as good steers as the Corn 
Belt by winning the grand champion- 
ship twice with Aberdeen-Angus, 
which have won over all breeds this 
chief honor 10 out of 16 times.

GARSON SCORES 
GOVERNMENT FOR 
HOME RULE BILL 


ALLEGES FORTHCOMING MEAS- 
URE MEANS SCRAPPING OF  ° 
PLEDGES TO ULSTER. 


London April 24.—Sir Edward Car- 
son, the Ulster Unionist leader, in a 
letter to the press says: 

“The government is on the point of 
introducing_a home-rule bill and has 
threatened to leave its posts in the 
hour of national danger unless it is 
carried into law. The prime minister 
says that any pledges which stood in 
the way are to be scrapped because 
the war had lasted longer than was 
expected by those who gave them. 

_ “It may perhaps: lead to a clearer 
understanding of the position in which 
Ulster is placed by this announce- 
ment to recall the sequence of events 
in relation thereto since 1914.” 
REVIEWS CONTROVERSY. 

Sir Edward then reviews in detail 
the history of the controversy during 
the war, his recital being devoted to 
showing that the government has 
broken a number of pledges to Ulster 
that no attempt would be made to 
force Ulster into a home-rule scheme 
and that even when the convention 
met the government gave an under- 
taking that legislation would only 
be introduced if substantial agree- 
ment could be reached, and that there 
could be no substantial agreement un- 
less the representatives were assent- 
ing parties. 

He adds: “The prime minister ad- 
mits now that substantial agreement 
has been reached and the Ulster dele- 
gates in a separate report tell us that 
no agreement was reached on any 
point of importance. Yet Mr. Lloyd 
George announces an introduction of 
home rule for the whole of Ireland, 
which is generally assumed will be 
based on the majority report, from 
which the Ulster delegates unani- 
mously dissented” : 

“Such is the story. The moral I 
will not attempt to draw.”

COUNTER ATTACK: IN PROGRESS 

London, April 26.—The Germans in 
their attack on the. northern, battle 
front. have occupied _Kemmel _ hill, 
Gen. Radcliffe, chief director.:of mili- 
tary operations at the war -office 
stated this afternoon. 

One French regiment to which ‘had 
been entrusted the defence «of. the 


crest of Mount Kemmel with orders |- 


to hold it to the last man, ,immortal- 
ized itself in yesterday's battle. 
Throughout the long. bitter day they 
clung to their post.and sent swirling 
streams of death from ‘their machine 
guns down the slopes into the strug- 
gling masses. of German _ infantry, 
which had surrounded. the hill and 
was trying to battle to the top. 

Some of these fearless poilus, at the 
latest reports, were still there and 
the staccato chatter of their rapid 
firers sent out the message to their 
general they were obeying his order 
to hold or die. 

Along the Ypres-Kemmel. railway 
the defenders held for a considerable 
time and inflicted heavy losses on 
the attacking troops. Meanwhile the 
French infantry on the crest of the 
hill were pumping a steady stream 
of bullets from machine guns into the 
Germans. 

The enemy troops kept pushing on 
until finally they swung their line in 
a circle around Kemmel. Throughout 
the early hours of the day they tried 
again and again to swarm up the 
slopes of the hill, but each time they 
met with such a grilling ptnishment 
that they were unable to get forward. 
Six hours of fighting passed before 
any German infantry was able to get 
near the top of the hill. 

London, April 26.—Discussing the 
loss of Kemmel Hill, Gen. Radcliffe 
declared today’ it was perfectly possi- 
ble for the Allies to hold on to the 
Ypres sector even with the Germans 
on Kemmel Hill, but that it was not 
convenient to have them there, and it 
was hoped to eject them. 

At Kemmel Hill, continued the gen- 
eral, the Germans gained 2,000 yards 
on a front of about 1,200 yards, in- 
cluding the important tactical feature 
of the hill itself, which gives impor- 
tant observations over all the ground 
to the north. 


NOTHING DECISIVE. 


“On the Kemmel front the enemy 
has made _ considerable progress,” 
said Gen. Radcliffe in giving his first 
weekly talk on the western front sit- 
uation today. “The latest information 
is ‘still fncomplete, but there is no 


doubt that the Germans succeeded |- 


in occupying Kemme! Hill, a sector 
involving both the French and Brit- 
ish troops. iS 
“The net result in the Kemmel 
sector so far is that the Germans 
have gained about 2,000 yards on a 
front of 1,200 yards. This gain is not 
large but it involves very impogtant 
ground and there is no question that 
it is a very serious loss.” _ 
“Our line to the north ifs all right, 
and it is entirely possible to hold on 
to the Ypres sector even if the enemy 
ig on Kemmel. But his presence 
there is not convenient and we hope 
to get him off.” 


THE LAST RESERVES. 


“In the end it will be a question 
said 
Gen. Delma Radcliffe. “These _ re- 
serves on the western front are now 
in the hands of Gen. Foch, in whom 
both armfes have the fullest confi- 
dence. He so far has employed only 
a small proportion of his available 
reserves and this is a great augury 
for the future. 

“In the long drawn out test of en- 
durance of the nations it is impera- 
tive that we get every man possible 
to support the battlefront, for men 
alone will tell in the end.” 

Gen. Radcliffe said he regarded the 
situation at Villers-Bretonneux as 
very satisfactory. 

“We got back all we lost and hold 
the village; have taken many prison- 
ers and inflicted heavy losses,” was 
hig summary of British achievements. 
Villers-Bretonneux is a most import- 
ant tactical point,” he added, “as it 
is atop the ‘plateau, whence one may 
look down the western slopes toward 
Amiens.” 


AT THE OLD GAME 


In alluding to the fighting on the 
western front since April 23, Gen. 
Radcliffe said: 

“In all the fighting since this date 
we see the Germans at their old game 
of striking at the junction between 
the British and the French. It is 
clear that the German intention is to 
wear out the British army. He had 
been unable to break the line or divide 
the French and British line, and there- 
fore is hammering the British line 
wherever possible. This object has 
been countered by the aetion of the 
Allied commander in chief in sending 
French troops to the north front, mak- 
ing it more difficult for the Germans 
to continue the game of fighting the 
British alone.

London, ‘April 27. — Commenting on 
the Flanders ’battle -in serious. tone, 
the morning ‘newspapers contend that 
the situation imposes on Great Britain 
the necessity: of putting forth ‘the’ ut- 
most: effort, especially of furnishing 
more mep to supply. the wasteage in 
the ceaseless ‘fighting. 

We are faced with a crisis more 
Jerilous and momentous than any that 
has hitherto arisen,-even in this ap- 
palling war,” writes the military cor- 
‘espondent of the Daily Telegraph. 

“Possession of the channel ports by 
the enemy would ‘make our task:.on 
fand and: sea infinitely more intricate 
and costly.” 

The Daily News, in an editgrial, 
says the. situation has changed § seri- 
ously for the worse as a result of the 
fighting of the past two days’and that 
the German drive toward the channel 
{is a matter of concern. Nevertheless, 
.t regards the situation as in no wise 
yet stabilized and says that if the 
Germans mean to break through they 
must do it quickly before American 
reinforcements finally turn the tide. 


SITUATION AT YPRES. - 


The effect of the capture of Mont 
Kemmel on the situation at Ypres: is 
canvassed anxiously by some papers. 
The Daily Chronicle thinks that Ypres 
2ould be held despite the loss of Mont 
Kemmel, but. the tenure would be 
costly and precarious. It hopes that 
{t will be found possible to dislodge 
the enemy es at Villers-Bretonneux, 
otherwise, it says, a further with- 
drawal of the Ypres l!ne: may be de- 
sirable. The Chronicle “contends, how- 
ever, that the present value of Ypres 
{s only secondary. 

The Daily Mail: says it would. be 
folly to minimize the success the en- 
emy has achieved and if the loss of 
Kemmel should prove permanent, the 
difficulty in holding Ypres would be 
increased materially. It concludes by 
urging the necessity of maintaining 
the supply of men. 

London, April.27—I¢ is admitted 
that the situation on the north has 
become seriously worse, and as a re- 
sult of the past two days’ fighting, as 
the enemy has not merely held Kem- 
mel, the highest point of observation 
m the Britsh front, but has spread 
westward, while he has also crept 
nearer to Ypres'on both sides of-the 
canal, southeast of . the :town, - and 
northwards. Howéver, in ‘the neigh- 
borhood of la Clytte and Schrienberg 
his attacks have been held and the 
position has not yet been established. 
What happened at. Villers-Breton- 
neux and Hangard is -not impossible 
in the case of Kemmel.. The severity 
of the German losses has not yet been 
compensated by any strategical’ suc- 
cess. Even if a further withdrawal 
at Ypres was considered: advisable, 
this would not make any: immediate 
difference to the channel ports. The 
Ypres saliant was chiefly valuable as 
a jumping off ground for recovery of 
Flemish coast. 


YPRES SECONDARY NOW. 

’ Ag this objective 1s for the present 
unrealizable the value of Ypres is now 
only secondary. It is important to 
remember that though the Germans 
have anrarentlv. reverted to their at- 
tacks with limited objectives, as they 
did at Verdun, their main effort will 
probably still be made between Arras 
and “Amiens and against the British. 
The local offensives are e¢onducted in 
great strength. For example, it 1s 
stated that nine divisions were used 
on Thursday to capture Kemmel, but 
on the Somme and further south huge 
German forces are waiting in the hope 
that the Allied strength will be dis- 
sfpated. Elsewhere the object of the 
enemy is to use Up the Allied re- 
serves. 

He has failed “to separate the 
Franco-British armies, but a more 
formidable thrust than any hitherto 
made is probably planned in the dir- 
ection of Amiens and~the Somme 
estuary, with the view of cutting off 
the main French forces. Hence the 
repulse of the enemy at Villers-Bret- 
onneux is most important, showing 
that the Allies are straining every 
effort to maintain their line astride 
the Somme. So long as this is ac- 
hieved retirements on the north are 
not irreparable.

Until they were within a half mile 
of thé harbour of Zeebrugge no ships 
in the attacking force had picked up 
the light on the mole. The attacking 
ship which started for the mole. fol-

bour had scarcely got within sight of 
the light when it was discovered by 
the Germans. Star shells instantly 
pierced the thick haze, showing up 
the cruiser as clearly as though it 
had been daylight.

The German destroyer which was 
sunk was rammed amidships and 
torpedoed. Those who returned to 
the Kentish port also say that board- 
ers rushed on the German destroyers 
anchored in the harbor, taking them 
completely by surprise. Some of the 
Germang_ hurried up the hatchways 
in-their night clothes, but before they. 
could reach the decks the British 
sailors knocked them on the head with 
clubs and rifles and sent them tumb- 
ling down the hatchways. 


HAD A HOT TIMP. 


A London Chronicle cable to ‘the 
Toronto Globe, says: 

“A most moving scene was witnes- 
sed on the return to their base of the 
survivors of the heroic battalion of 
picked Royal Marines who left to par- 
ticipate in Monday night's expeditfon. 
Unfortunately, there has been a large 
percentage of casualties in that bat- 
talion and judging from the men’s 
appearance they have undoubtedly 
had a hot time. .They keep returning 
here in driblets, some wounded, while 
others are able to march to their de- 
pot.

WITH COMPOUND INTEREST 


“All I can tell you at present is 
that’ we landed and for upward of an 
hour we were subjected to heavy fire, 
which we returned with compound in- 
terest.” 

“The effectiveness of the operation 
may be judged from the fact that 
every one of the laden cruisers which 
were sunk at Zeebrugge was able to 
go as near the lock gates as was de- 
sired, receiving no interruption from 
the enemy. Indeed, one of the des- 
troyers or accompanying submarines 
exploded a charge at the very lock 
gates, and, it is believed, destroyed 
them. 

“Meanwhile four destroyers had 
also entered the harbor and were able 
to cruisé around and make observa- 
tions, but were unable to take part in 
the battle.

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THE IMPORTANCE OF EARLY 
HATCHING.

Hatch early. Make every: effort to 
get your chicks out this spring before 
the 24th of May. The lighter breeds 
may be hatched up to the first of 
June, but as a rule the heavier: breeds 


hatched later than the 24th of May . 


are not satisfactory. At léast 90 per 
cent of the pullets in Canada were 
not laying during November and 
December the past winter because 
they were hatched too late. 

If you are depending upon your 
own flock for breeding eggs, mate ten 
to fifteen days before setting. Test 
the eggs for fertility so that you will 
be sure you are not setting many 
without good fertility. If you are us- 
ing incubators, set early, but do not 


count on more than three hatches. If. 


-you can get all the chicks out in one 
hatch, so much the better. If hens 
are used, use some system. (See Ex- 
hibition circular No. 1. Expérimental 
farm, Ottawa). If the hens are slow 
in becoming broody, see if you can 
get some custom hatching’ done or 
purchase day old chicks. Get in 
touch with good breeders in your vi- 
cinity, or write your nearest Experi- 
méntal farm. 

There is more money wasted each 
year because of late hatched pullets 
than is often made from the rest of 
the | flock. 

No late hatches. Do not be mis- 
informed. Late hatched chickens as 
a rule do not pay. - “One more hatch” 
will ‘not help the Empire. Better sell 
the eggs and save the feeds.
